Bricevllle, Tenn., 
Dec. 
11.— Some­ 
where in the depth of the Cross moun­ 
tain coal mine probably 100 men lie 
dead while their sorrow stricken fam ­ 
ilies keep vigil at the mouth of their 
tomb, hoping against hope that the 
Imprisoned men may be alive when 
rescuers reach them. 
Eight torn and mangled bodies have 
been brought forth. 
Outside of the 
Immediate families of the entombed 
men no one in this little mountain 
village 
believes 
that 
any 
living 
creature in the mine has survived the 
terriiic explosion of coal dust that 
wrecked the workings Saturday morn­ 
ing. 
For more than thirty-six hours ev­ 
ery surviving miner in this region had 
toiled with no thought of food, sleep 
or pay to remove the debris and force 
fresh air into the innermost recesses 
of the mine. 
Black damp developed and stopped 
progress for a time, but soon the si­ 
lent 
force 
pushed 
dauntlessly 
on. 
some of them till they were carried 
cut overcome by gas. 
There is hardly a fam ily in the en­ 
tire Coal Creek valley that has not felt 
the touch of death 
The problem of 
caring for the widows and orphan 
w ill be a grave one, requiring immedi­ 
ate solution. 


Mine Officials R eticent. 


It has been impossible to get any 
authentic figures on tho exact number 
of men in the* mine when the explc- 
sion occurred. 
Mine ofilcers have j iv 
en out no statement. 
That it is more 
than a hundred seems certain. 
It is expected that much of the black 
damp w ill be driven from the passages 
W ith the crew of one rescue car on 
the ground, another hurrying here and 
representatives of the R ed Cross on 
hand it is expected rescue work, so 
far badly retarded, w ill go forward 
rapidly. 
W ork of rescue moved slowly, part­ 
ly because most of the entombed men 
are believed to be two miles from the 
oi>ening and because of deadly black 
damp. 
Electrical devices for moving 
cars In the workings were shattered 
b y #the explosion and debris clear«*d 
away in the tunnels is being hauled b> 
mule cars to the surface. 
Mine experts said it would be days 
before each lateral bad been

Food Supplies Exhausted. 


The throng of visitors is largely re 
sponsible for the exhaustion of focal 
supplies in Bricevllle. 
All stores tire 
bare of eatables and many went hun­ 
gry. 
Knoxville and other cities ato 
rushing food supplies. 
Straining on the ropes that keep the 
throng back from the mine op ening 
are the relatives of victims. The -spe­ 
cial train bringing coffins has arrived. 
The special brought 
175 boxes and 
they were piled near the mouth of the 
mine. 
Only 
tight 
of 
these boxes 
were 
opened but the others stand silently 
waiting the assignment that each is 
sure to receive. 
No official or semi-official opinion 
had been given out as to the cause of 
the disaster. 
President T. 1. Stephen­ 
son of the Knoxville Iron company 
and others interested had nothing to 
say to this inquiry, 
it is generally 
believed, however, that the disaster 
was due to u “ dust" explosion.

M cNam ara in the San Quentin state 
penitentiary. 
Ju st when McManigal 
w ill leave here has not been deter­ 
mined, but he w ill be in Indianapolis 
by Dec. 22, the federal grand jury be­ 
ing scheduled to begin its probe there 
Dec. 14. 
Oscar Lawler, the government's spe 
cial prosecutor, may go to IndlannpoL 
also to assist in handling the case. 
The investigation may he concluded 
here 
this week. 
The 
investigation 
here is aimed at less than five persons, 
while the Indianapolis inquiry is ex­ 
pected to bring into the lim elight at 
least a dozen. 
“ I'll tell any grand jury anywhere 
everything that 1 know. 
I have noth­ 
in! to conceal and I shall consider it 
my duty to give the authorities a I 
the 
information 
in my pos.-c 
ion," 
Me.Manigal said. 


McManigal May Go Free. 


McM anigal simply will be lent to 
the federal government by the stat • 
authorities here and, after his trips 
around the country giving testimony, 
he very likely will be released. 
11c 
will spend a different Christmas, how­ 
ever. this time than last year, when 
he placed dynamite under a part of 
the Llew ellyn iron works, 
For this crime, directed by John T 
McNam ara. M cManigal can be imprls- 
oned for not less than a year, but his 
detention 
by 
the authorities 
before 
they get through with his testimony 
will be equivalent to that and no scii 
ous objections to his release uie ex­ 
pected from anybody. 
Twenty-five witnesses are expected 
to appear before the grand jury here 
this week. 
So far as the investigation 
here is concerned interest will center 
in the appearance of some of San 
Francisco’s labor leaders who have 
been subpoenaed, but bj the end of 
tiie week all important angles In the 
M cNam ara case w ill have vanished as 
far as tho public here is concerned 
“ There are certain persons.” said an 
official, “ who willingly would tell all 
they knew if other persons could b»* 
spared implication.

posed by Insurgents. 
The members of 
the national committee do not take 
kindly to insurgency, although u few 
lean that way. 


Keep Taft In the R ace. 
The meeting of tin* national commit­ 
tee. together with the strong expres­ 
sions of support which regular R epub­ 
licans have given the president, settles 
nil talk about Mr. Taft's pulling out 
and allowing some other man to be 
nominated.

Annual R eport Says Fifty Years W ill 


Be R equired at Present R 'te of Ap 


propriation to Procure a R easonable 


Supply of Fieid Guns, Carriages and 


Ammunition That Would Be Neces­ 


sary in the Event of Hostilities. 


Washington, Dec. 11.— In his annual 
report to the president Secretary of 
W a r Stimson declared that the con­ 
tingency of war with a first class pow- 
**r would find the army of the United 
States pr.x ticaliy unprepared. 
lie attributed this largely to the 
fact that the a r m y was “ scattered out 
over the country” In too many posts 
and to a lack of reserves. 
The arm y 
on the p**a< e footing habitually main­ 
tained. with miniature companies and 
troops, he characterized as ineffective 
for any serious w ar service. 
As to the unpreparedness of the 
army in artillery and ammunition Sec­ 
retary Stimson says that “ at the pres­ 
ent rate of appropriation it is «*stl- 
matt'd that it would take more than 
fifty years to procure a reasonable 
supply of field artillery guns, carriages 
and ammunition that would be neces­ 
sary in the event of war.” 
The report 
makes 
th«* somewhat 
startling statement that at a conserv­ 
ative estim ate the expense per effec­ 
tive rifleman in 
the 
l ’nit«*d 
States 
arm y is between two and five times 
as much as for any first class power 
on the continent of Europe. This com­ 
parison is made after excluding from 
consideration the higher pay an»l bet­ 
ter subsistence that American soldiers 
receive. This fa»‘t is stated as an illus­ 
tration. Secretary Stimstm declares, 
of th«* extravagance of the existing 
system «>f wide distribution of tlx* 
army. 
Secretary Stimson recommends that 
the pertnan« nt organization to o|«erat«' 
th* Panama canal be established on 
strictly business basis and not w it’1 
the idea of uplifting or governing .

I ties keep vigil at the mouth of their 
tomb, hoping against hope that the 
Imprisoned men may he alive when 
rescuers reach them. 
Hight torn and mangled bodies have 
been brought forth. 
Outside of the 
Immediate fam ilies of the entom bed 
men no one in this little mountain 
village 
believes 
that 
any 
living 
creature in the mine has survived the 
terrific explosion of coal dust that 
wrecked the workings Saturday morn­ 
ing. 
For more than thirty-six hours ev­ 
ery surviving miner in this region had 
toiled with no thought of food, sleep 
or pay to remove the debris and force 
fresh air into the innermost recesses 
of the mine. 
Black damp developed and stopped 
progress for a time, but soon the si­ 
lent 
force 
pushed 
dauntlessly 
on, 
some of them till they were carried 
out overcome by gas. 
There is hardly a family in the en­ 
tire Coal Creek valley that has not felt 
the touch of death 
The problem of 
caring for the widows and orphan 
w ill be a grave one. requiring immedi­ 
ate solution. 


Mine Officials Reticent. 


It has been impossible to get any 
authentic figures on the exac t number 
of men in the mine when the explo­ 
sion occurred. 
Mine officers have giv 
en out no statement. 
That it is more 
than a hundred seems certain. 
It is expected that much of the black 
damp w ill be driven from the passages 
W ith the crew of one rescue car on 
the ground, another hurrying here and 
representatives of the Red Cross on 
hand it is expected rescue work, so 
far badly retarded, will go forward 
rapidly. 
W ork of rescue moved slowly, part­ 
ly because most of the entombed men 
are believed to be two miles from the 
opening and because of deadly black 
damp. 
Electrical devices for moving 
cars in the workings were shattered 
b y #tho explosion rind debris cleared 
away in the tunnels is being hauled by 
mule cars to the surface. 
Mine experts said it would be days 
before each lateral had been pene­ 
trated and that when all bodies would 
be found to be but guesswork. It is in 
the laterals that the most bodies are 
expected to be found. 
At least 10,000 persons visited this 
hamlet 
and 
willing 
workers 
were 
many. 
George I*. Chattier, president 
of tile Tennessee Coal company, is in 
charge of the relief work. 
He divided 
the men into gangs of fifty and r et 
each shift into the workings for two 
hours. 
Even when the air in the mine 
was at its best they could not work 
longer in there. 


Food Supplies Exhausted. 


The throng of visitors is largely re­ 
sponsible for the exhaustion of food 
supplies in Briceville. 
A ll stores are 
bare cf eatables and many went hun­ 
gry. 
Knoxville and other cities are 
rushing food supplies. 
Straining on the ropes that keep the 
throng back from the mine t opening 
are the relatives of victims. The spe­ 
cial train bringing coffins has arrived. I 
The special brought 
175 boxes and 
they were piled near the mouth of the 
mine. 
Only 
eight 
of 
these boxes 
were 
opened but tho others stand silently 
waiting the assignment that each is 
sure to receive. 
No official or semi-official opinion \ 
had been given out as to the cause of i 
the disaster. 
President T. I. Stephen­ 
son of the Knoxville Iran company j 
and others interested had nothing to 
say to this inquiry. 
It is generally i 
believed, however, that the disaster 
was due to a “ dust” explosion.

Washington. Dec. l l . — In his annual 
report to the president Secretary of 
W a r Stimson declared that the con­ 
tingency of war with a first clai-s {low­ 
er would find the army of the United 
States practically unprepared.

He attributed this largely to the 
fact that the army was “ scattered out 
over the country” in too many {*osts 
ami to a lack of reserves. 
The arm y 
on the peace footing habitually main­ 
tained, with miniature companies and 
troops, he characterized as ineffective 
for any serious war service. 
As to the unpreparedness of the 
army in artillery and ammunition Sec­ 
retary Stimson says that “ at the pres­ 
ent rate of appropriation it is esti­ 
mated that it would take more than 
fifty years to procure a reasonable 
supply of field artillery guns, carriages 
and ammunition that would be neces­ 
sary in the event of war.”
